21.—The
British freight steamer Queen Christing
struck on North Seal Rocks, eight miles
notthwest of this place, at 1:30 a. m. to-
day.

She is on a sunken rock
with water all around her. The vessel
was 14 miles out of her course when she
struck, There is o heavy sea there.

There are four fathoms of water
around the steamero When the crew
left the yessel her pumps were still go-
ing and her bulkhead was holding.
